Electric co-ops 
are non-profit utilities, pro- 
viding service at cost.

ative, a generation and 
transmission co-op, provides 
electric power at wholesale 
to the cities of Andalusia, 
Opp, Troy, Brundidge, 
Luverne, and Elba; to the 
Opp and Micolas Cotton 
Mills at Opp,. and to the 
following electric distri- 
bution cooperatives: 
Covington Electric, Anda- 
lusia; Wiregrass Electric, 
Hartford; South Alabama 
Electric, Troy; Pea River 
Electric, Ozark; Southern 
Pine Electric, Brewton, and 
gChoctawhatchee Electric, 
Vefuniak Springs, Fla. 
The municipally-owned 
electric systems and elec- 


tric cooperatives which 
purchase wholesale elec- 
tricity from Alabama Elec- 
tric, provide electric ser- 
vice direct to some 45,000 
consumers in South Alabama 
and Northwest Florida. 
Covington Electric Cooper- 
ative provides electric ser- 
vice at retail to some 10,000 
consumers, most of whom 
are rural, in Covington, Cof- 
fee, Crenshaw and Geneva 
counties. \

Harry N. Scott, social|® 
security district manager, 
reminded workers in this 
area that their social se-|) 
curity deductions will goly 
up by one-half of one per-|} 
cent beginning with the first 
pay they receive after 
January 1. The social se- 
curity taxes paid by their| 
employers will also in-|# 
crease by a matching] 
amount,Mr.Scott said.With 
this increase, which has 
been scheduled in the law 
since 1958, the worker’s 
share of the social security 
tax is now 3-5/6 percent 
of earnings up to $4,800 
a year. 

The social security tax 
deducted from the worker's 
earnings, together with a 
matching amount contribu- 
ted by the employer, is 
credited to two separate 
trust funds in the U, S. 
Treasury, one for the pay- 
ment of old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance’ benefits 
and one for the payments 
disability insurance bene- 
fits. When the worker re- 
tires, or if he should be- 
come disabled for work, 
or die, payments will be 
made from these trust fu- 
nds to him and his family. 

Under the law as it now 
stands, there will be two 
more increases in the so- 
cial security tax rate, one 
in 1966, and the last in 
1968. Each increase will 
amount to one-half of one 
percent, so that beginning 
in 1968 and every year 
thereafter, the worker and 
the company will each be 
paying 4-5/8 percent of 
the worker’s annual earn- 
ings up to $4,800 toward 
social security protection. 

The difference between 
the originally planned top 
tax rate and the rate that 
will go into effect in 1968 
will go partly to pay fo? 
additional protection ana 
higher benefits. It will also 
help make up for the money 
not collected because the 
tax increases scheduled 
for the 1940’s were post- 
poned. 

The income from the 
schedule of taxes now in 
the law will be sufficient 
to pay benefits to all pre- 
sent and future social se- 
curity beneficiaries.

Postal Rates Increase | Veterans Receive 


Increase In Pay 
Under New Law 


The recently-passed law that 
provides a 5 percent increase 
in pay to all employees and 
retired employees of the Pos- 
tal and Federal Service will 
affect a number of veterans in 
Alabama who are now on the 
pension rolls of the Veterans 
Administration, according to 
Walter C. Head; Jr., Director 
of the Alabama Department of 
Veterans Affairs. 

According to Head, many re- 
tired Civil Service and Postal 
employees are now receiving 
‘the total and permanent non- 
service pension from the Vet- 
erans Administration under 
the “old” pension law and have 
waived a part of~the retire- 
ment in order to meet the in- 
come limitations to qualify for 
the non-service pension. Head 
stated that, “It will be neces- 
sary for some of those who 
have already effected a waiver 
to make a new waiver to cover 
the amount of the increase in 
retirement pay.” 

He pointed out that the Civil 
Service Commission will not 
allow a retroactive waiver of 
annuities or retirement pay, 
and as a consequence, the vet- 
eran or beneficiary should at 
this time compute the amount 
of increased annual income 
and request a waiver of the 
nesessary amount to continue 
entitlement to VA benefits to 
become effective January 1, 
1963. 

“As an example,” the Direc, 
tor stated, “a married veteran 
is receiving $225 per month 
annuities from Civil Service 
Retirement and this would 
mean that his annual income 
for Veterans Administration 
purposes will be $2700. The 5 
percent increase would give 
him an additional $11.25 per 
month, or annual income of 
$2835.00. This, of course, would 
exceed the annual income lim- 
itation under the old pension 
law and would be a bar to the 
non-service pension from the 
VA.” 

Head emphasized that those 
affected by the new law 
should request the waiver now 
in order that the waiver may 
become effective on January 
1, 1963. 

Maxwell A. Reeves, Veterans 
Service Officer for Coffee 
County, stated that the files 
in his office contain “a num- 
er’ of beneficiaries who 
might be affected by the new 
law. He added thdt his office 
is prepared to assist those de- 
siring to make a waiver of 
their Civil Service retirement 
pay.

: | Signup For 63 


The U. S. Department of 


| Agriculture today announced 


that feb. 1 through March 22 
will be the signup period for 
the 1963-crop corn, grain 
sorghum and barley under the 
iv luntary 1963 feed grain 
program. 

Through these programs, 
farmers help bring production 
into line with needs through 
diverting feed grain acreage 
to conserving uses. By 


participating, the farmer 
earns a diversion payment 
and a _ price-support pay- 
ment, and he also qualifies 
for the regular price-sup- 
port loan or purchase agree- 
ment on his crop. 

Participation in the 1961 
and 1962 feed grain program 
is bringing about a one- 
third reduction or about 28 
million tons in feed grain 
stocks by next Oct. 1, from 
the 84.7 million ton level 
of Oct. 1, 1961. Wheat 
stocks will be down about 
100 million bushels next 
July 1 as a result of partic- 
ipation in the 1962 wheat 
program. 

Under the 1963 feed grain 
program, the payment rate 
for small farms, with total 
feed grain base acreages 
of 25 acres or less, on 
which the producer diverts 
the entire feed grain base 
uereage (1959-60 average 
acreage, as _ adjusted) 
will be 50 percent of the 
county support rate on 
the normal production of 
the* diverted acres, The 
county support rate re- 
flects the recently  in- 
creased national aver- 
age support prices of 
$1.25 per bushel for 


corn, $2. per  hundred- 
weight for grain sorghum, 
and 96 cents per bushel 
for barley. 

For other feed grain 
farms, payment on the 
first 20-percent reduct- 
ion from the base acre- 
age will be at 20 per- 
cent of the county Sup- 
port rate on the normal 
production of the di- 
verted acres, On any 


acreage diversion above the 
minimum requirements, pay- 
ment will be at 50 percent 
of the county support rate. 
The maximum diversion is 
40 percent of the base 
acreage, or 25 acres, which- 
ever is larger. In addition, 
participating farmers will 
receive appropriate price- 
support payments on the 
normal production of their 
1963 feed grain acreages. 
These payments will be 
18 cents per bushel for 
com, 14 certs per bushel 
for barley, and 29 cent per 
hundredweight (16 cents per 
bushel) for grain sorghum, 

Price support on the 1963- 
crop corn, grain sorghum, 
and barley will be available 
only to producers taking 
part in the feed grain pro- 
gram. For feed grain and 
wheat producers who sign 
up under the 1963 programs, 
eligibility for diversion 
payments and price support 
in 1963 is contingent upon 
the farmer’s diverting an 
acreage equal to the total 
intentions shown on his 
agreement. 

Advance diversion pay- 
ments will again be avail- 
able at the time of signup. 
Final payments including 
the price support payments, 
will be made after compli- 
ance has been determined.

The year ‘round education- 
al program of the American 
Cancer Society in the Elba 
area of Coffee County is be- 
ing conducted this year by 
the Elba Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club un- 
der the leadership of Mrs.

The American Cancer So- 
ciety, Alabama Division, Inc., 
with headquarters in Birming- 
ham, has an education organ- 
ization which embraces all 
counties, cities, and towns 
in Alabama. The programis 
under the direction of Mrs. 
Lillian G. Meade, Birming- 
ham, executivedirector of 
the Alabama Division, and 
Miss Frances Nelms, Bir- 
mingham, division education 
director, 

With the assistance of the 
state officials, each county 
sets up its own program to 
Carry on a continuous fight 
against cancer through ed- 
ucation and to assist in ser- 
vice to medically indigent 
cancer patients. The Can- 
cer Society makes available 
films for public showing, 
literature on cancer, publi- 
city materials for public in- 
formation media, and other- 
wise works to encourage Al- 
abama citizens to guard a- 
gainst cancer. 

The Society also pays the 
cost of transportation, if not 
otherwise available, for med- 
ically indigent cancer patients 
accepted by the State Health 
Department for treatment at 
state operated clinics in Bir- 
mingham, Mobile, and Mont- 
gomery. Other services to 
medically indigent cancer 
patients include pain-reliev- 
ing drugs and bandages. 

The B & PW Club was or- 
ganized in 1960. Mrs. Cecil 
Prescott is president. 

Mrs. Bullard is employed as 
secretary of Public Healthin 
Elba. She is amember of the 
B & PW Club, Three in One 
Study Club, andthe Business 
Women’s Circle.

Gov.-elect Wallace will 
become Alabama's 50th 
governor at the close of 
a colorful inaugural parade 
expected to require more 
than four hours to pass 
in review. More than 170 
bands will add to the color 
of the occasion. They will 
include high school bands, 
at least one military band 
from the Dixie Division, 
and bands representing Au- 
burn, and Florence, Troy, 
Jacksonville and Living- 
ston State colleges, 

Fully 12,000 high school 
students will be in the par- 
ade. 

Although the inaugural 
day festivities will be ela- 
borate and larger than per- 
haps any previous celebra- 
tion, the man directing the 
show says it will cost the 
state little if anything, John 
Pemberton, Wallace’s ap- 
pointed parade chairman, 
reports that the state has 
been put to no expense. 
The colorful parade will 
be the result of voluntary 
efforts, according to Pein- 
berton, School children and 
their bands will attend the 
inaugural at their own ex- 
pense, Pemberton said. In 
many instances local 
school boards have agreed 
to provide transportation 
for the bands, In other 
cases, he added, school 
band members raised en- 
ough money by sale of 
Wallace ‘‘coin’ and by 
selling box lunches to cover 
costs. Not only have local 
areas provided means in 
most cases for schcol 
bands to make the trip to 
Montgomery but they ha 
also arranged for m«¢ 
than 90 floats. Many of 
the floats will depict var- 
ious phases of the histor 
of Alabama. 

Former Governo 
Folsom, Persons and Dip 
are tO Occupy a prominent 
spot in the inaugural pri 
cession. Widows of form: 
governors also are to pa 
ticipate. 

One feature of inaugura- 
tion day ceremonies will be 
inauguration of the lieut- 


enant governor and other 
elected officials of ths 
state. They will be given 


the wath of office by Sup- 
reme Court Chief Justice 
J, Ed Livingston.

noon after which Wallace 
will deliver his inaugural 
address,
